Star’s Racist Tweet 
Spurs Cancellation

ABC on Tuesday abruptly canceled 
the top-rated show “Roseanne” after a 
series of racist tweets by its star, 
Roseanne Barr, bringing an end to one 
of Hollywood’s boldest efforts to reach 
out to red-state view- 
ers in the Donald 
Trump era. 

“Roseanne” was 
one of network televi- 
sion’s most successful 
but turbulent partner- 
ships, producing a 
weekly parade of mil- 
lions of viewers but 
also creating a host of 
headaches for the Disney-owned net- 
work. The show spurred debate over 
the title character’s support for Presi- 
dent Donald Trump and Barr’s history 
of incendiary statements.

Police Chief Thanks Apartment Employees Who Aided Hurt Officer

It began like any other Thursday morning 
for the property manager and the two 
maintenance workers, but by 9 a.m. it had 
pitched into a surreal, bloody scene. The 
maintenance men found themselves prying 
aknife-wielding assailant off a police officer, 
the property manager with her fingers 


pressed to the officer’s throat, trying to stop 
the blood. 

On Tuesday, Hartford Police Chief David 
Rosado credited the three employees —

tenant dispute May 17. Rosado presented
